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Joint Commission Reports on Church of South India 


The Anglican Congress, meeting 
in Minneapolis in 1954, urged “that 
an early evaluation be made by an 
officially appointed body in each 
member Church of the Anglican 
Communion of the situation as it is 
developing in the Church of South 
India,” to enable it to formulate its 
own attitude toward that Church. 
It is in accordance with that recom- 
mendation that the General Con- 
vention authorized and the Presid- 
ing Bishop appointed this delegation. 
The Committee reported as follows: 

“The Church of South India is a 
fact, not a theory. It is the primary 
medium through which we can ex- 
press our interest in the Christians 
in that area and our fellowship with 
them. Together with the Church of 
India, Pakistan, Burma and Ceylon, 
it is the best medium through which 
we can aid and assist our brethren 
in India to bear witness to the faith 
of the One, Holy, Catholic, Apostolic 
Church which is our common herit- 
age. 

“Our goal should be nothing less 
than full intercommunion with our 
brethren of the C.S.I. At the present 
time the C.S.I. is in process of form- 
ulating its Faith and Order, de- 
veloping its Prayer Book and unify- 
ing its ministry. Therefore we do 
not now recommend full intercom- 
munion. Nevertheless, we believe 
that we ought to enter into the full- 
est possible fellowship with the 
C.S.I., consistent with our Anglican 
principles and the Faith and Order 
of the universal Church as received 
and practiced in our Communion. 

“To this end we recommend to the 
Joint Commission on Ecumenical 
Relations that it include in its re- 
port to the General Convention of 
1958, a resolution setting forth the 
following regulations governing the 
relations of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the U.S.A. and the Church 
of South India. [The Joint Commis- 
sion later adopted these Resolutions 
—Ed| 

“1. That the bishops, presbyters 
and deacons, consecrated or episco- 
pally ordained before, at, or after 
the inauguration of the Church of 
South India be acknowledged as 
true bishops, priests and deacons in 
the Church of God, and that 

(a) such bishops and episcopally 

ordained presbyters, when tem- 

porarily within dioceses or dis- 
tricts of the P.E.C. may, with the 
permission of the Bishop of the 


Diocese, celebrate the Holy Com- 
munion in our churches in ac- 
cordance with the Form for the 
Administration of the Holy Com- 
munion in the Prayer Book of this 
Church; and that 

(b) such episcopally ordained 

deacons, when temporarily within 

dioceses or districts of the P.z.C. 

may, with the permission of the 

Bishop of the Diocese, assist at 

services of the Holy Communion 

in our churches. 

“2. The Bishop of a diocese may at 
his discretion authorize the use of 
a church in his diocese from time 
to time for the celebration of the 
Liturgy of the C.S.I. by a bishop or 
episcopally ordained presbyter of 
that Church. 

‘3. Bishops, presbyters, and dea- 
cons of the C.S.I. may be invited to 
preach in churches of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church with the permis- 
sion of the Bishop of the Diocese. 

“4. Bishops and priests of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church who 
visit the territory of the C.S.I. may 
accept the hospitality of that Church 
for celebrating the Holy Communion 
within it. 

“5. Communicant members of the 
C.S.I. when temporarily within 
dioceses or districts of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, may be permitted 
to receive Holy Communion in our 
churches provided, however, that 
those who desire to become com- 
municant members of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church shall be required 
to conform to the regular discipline 
of this Church. 

“6. Communicant members of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church who 
visit the territory of the C.S.I. may 
accept the hospitality of that Church 
for receiving the Holy Communion 
within it.”

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South India — A Shock

(Editor’s Note: A timely article pointing to the unrest in the Church of 


England as a result of CSI problems) 


I wrote in May that a serious crisis 
would arise if the English Church de- 
cided to enter into full communion 
with the pan-Protestant church of 
South India, whose faith is not that 
of the Catholic Church. Since then, 
events have indeed been disturbing. 
Convocation has not entered into 
“full communion” with the C.S.I. 
(for a substantial reason which I 
will mention later) but it has recog- 
nized, under what are described by 
some as “safeguards,” the validity of 
C.S.I. orders and has approved a de- 
gree of “inter-communion” between 
that body and the Church of Eng- 
land. 

Both by the fact, and by the 
manner, of so doing, many of the 
faithful have been seriously shocked 
and grieved. Even in ‘moderate” 
quarters, it is felt strongly that the 
insistence of forcing a decision on a 
vital matter at the July sitting of 
Convocation was a deplorable lack 
of statesmanship and that more time 
should have been given to study the 
recommendations. 

The proposals (“The Church of 
South India, being the United Re- 
port of the two Joint Committees 
of the Convocations.’”’ Church In- 
formation Board, 2/-) were private 
until the day of the debate. Some of 
the proctors had had them for only 
three days, but a resolution to ad- 
journ the matter until October was 
heavily defeated. Those who might 
have been expected to oppose adop- 
tion of the Joint Report voted for it 
and have since been put to consider- 
able intellectual hard labor to try to 
“explain” their enthusiasm. And, 
thus, as a Roman Catholic paper 
subsequently observed, “Anglicans 
woke up to find they were betrayed.” 

There are two main points of view 
about what has happened. One, 
which is extreme but has many ad- 
herents of varying stages of indigna- 
tion, asserts that because Convoca- 
tion has recognized as valid, orders 
bestowed on a “church” which ex- 
plicitly does not require from its 
members assent to every word and 
phrase in the Creeds, and which in- 
sists that it will remain in perpetuity 
in communion with non-conformists 
who deny the fundamentals of sacra- 
mental teaching, the Church of Eng- 
land has impugned its adherence to 
the Catholic Faith. Those who assert 


this believe that there has been a 
rejection of fundamental Catholic 
doctrine and that the Catholic Faith 
has been bartered to obtain a senti- 
mental and spurious “unity.” 

The other view may not unfairly 
be called that of those “Making the 
Best of a Bad Job... .” 

The 1955 Joint Committee sub- 
mitted the question of the validity 
of C.S.I. orders to 12 “leading” (but 
so far unidentified) Catholic the- 
ologians in England. As a result, 
both Committees concluded that, on 
strictly theological grounds, the 
validity of these orders must be 
recognized. It is impossible to deal 
adequately here with this question, 
which bristles with difficulties—one 
is the subtle one of “intention.” But 
acceptance of the technical validity 
of C.S.I. orders raised even more 
complex questions, involving the 
whole question of the reunion of the 
Church. 

The Joint Committees were faced 
with an “anomaly” which even they 
were unable to resolve. This is it. 
The C.S.I. insists on. maintaining 
and extending the closest fellowship, 
not only with the Anglican Church, 
but with the Non-conformist bodies 
from which its members’ were 
originally drawn. Indeed, from the 
facts one is justified in inferring 
that the C.S.I. is far keener on ‘“‘co- 
operation” with Non-conformists 
than on the essentialness and mean- 
ing of the Episcopacy. This “anom- 
aly,” as the present Report observes 
with delightful understatement, 
‘makes less easy the relation of the 
C.S.I. to the churches of the Angli- 
can Community, since the latter 
allow no exception to the rule of an 
episcopally ordained ministry.” The 
truth is, I suggest, that to those who 
hold the Catholic Faith, it makes 
the relationship not “less easy” but 
impossible. 

Here, greatly compressed, is the 
position. The technical validity has 
been admitted of the orders in a 
“church” which does not require from 
its members assent to every word and 
phrase of the Creeds, which intends to 
remain in perpetuity in communion 
with non-conformists (who deny the 
fundamentals of sacramental teach- 
ing), which leaves its “doctrine” much 
to individual interpretation, which is 
vague about the purpose of Baptism, 
which has an optional liturgy for the 


“Communion Service,” which has 
presbyters and not priests, and which 
nowhere defines the Eucharistic doc- 
trine it holds or the purpose for which 
the Eucharist is celebrated. 

Having looked more closely at 
the facts, I repeat what I wrote in 
May. In spite of learned committees 
and modest theologians, it is incon- 
trovertible that the C.S.I. scheme is 
a compromise of fundamental doc- 
trine to obtain a spurious “unity,” 
which is a unity only in presump- 
tion, nonconformity and error. And 
the danger—nay the likelihood—is 
that the granting of partial recogni- 
tion to the doctrinally unsound 
Church of South India will be 
blandly claimed as precedent for 
similar unsound recognition when 
imminent Anglican “approaches” to 
the Methodists are being considered. 

But I have good reason to believe 
that the last has not been heard of 
Convocation’s hasty and unrepre- 
sentative action. It is the imperative 
duty of all Catholics vigorously to 
support any action taken to re-open 
the deplorable matter when Con- 
vocation meets again in October. 


The English Church Union 
Statement on Doctrine and 
Church Relations 


(Issued in connection with CSI Crisis) 


The Council of the English Church 
Union issued the following statement 
concerning doctrine and Church rela- 
tions in December, 1955. 

1. The Church Union exists to uphold 
the doctrine and discipline of the 
Church: to extend the knowledge of 
Catholic faith and practice at home 
and beyond the seas; and to bring 
everyone to worship the Lord Christ 
as Saviour and King; and it is the 
policy of the Church Union “to main- 
tain, in season and out of season, that 
the Church of England is in fact the 
Catholic Church in this country, com- 
mitted by her formularies to the whole 
Catholic Apostolic Faith and Disci- 
pline.” (Report on Policy, 1947) 

2. We believe the doctrine of the 
Church of England contained in the 
Apostles’ Creed, the Nicene Creed, 
and the Athanasian Creed to be the 
authentic teaching of the Universal 
Church. We believe the four General 
Councils of Nicaea, Constantinople, 
Ephesus, and Chalcedon defined for 
ever certain truths concerning God, 
our Lord Jesus Christ and the Holy 
Trinity, which are to be believed of 
all men. 

We believe the canonical books of 
holy scripture to contain the pure 
word of God, and further assert “that 
no prophecy of the scripture is of any 
private interpretation” (2 Peter 1:20), 
but interpretation shall be only ac- 
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cording to the mind, consent and tradi- 
tion of the Holy Catholic Church. 

In particular, we bring to the notice 
of all Christian men our belief that 
Christ’s Commission to his Apos- 
tles (John 20:21) has been handed on 
by them and their successors in the 
Catholic Church through prayer with 
the laying on of hands, and will be so 
handed on for ever, until the Christ 
returns in glory. We therefore believe 
that this commission, embodied in the 
primitive orders of bishop, priest and 
deacon, is an integral part of that 
tradition of faith and order, which any 
body should possess which claims 
communion and fellowship with the 
historic Catholic Church of God. 

We believe this divine and apostolic 
institution to have been revealed by 
God, not only for the decent and 
reverent ruling of his Church, but also 
for the effectual dispensation of his 
word and sacraments, 

We believe that this dominical com- 
mission has been handed down in un- 
broken succession from the Apostles 
and has been so maintained through- 
out the history of the Church of Eng- 
land. 

We declare that the Preface to the 
Ordinal of the Book of Common 
Prayer contains a true statement of 
the historic Catholic faith in this mat- 
ter.

EPISCOPALIAN MOVE 


“The initiative came from the 
Episcopal direction. Very tenta- 
tively, what would the two other 
churches, already arranged for shar- 
ing a common pastor, think of look- 
ing for the new one in company 
with the Episcopalians too? The In- 
terchurch Council was astonished, 
fascinated. What, one minister for 
the whole town! (For the Methodists 
would be invited too.) What a mill- 
enium! Could it be made possible? 
Would it be allowed? Would it 
work? Surprisingly enough, nearly 
everybody seemed to think it might. 


STATE OFFICIALS FAVORABLE 


“The next step was a meeting 
between the trustees of all the Tam- 
worth churches and the four state 
heads of the denominations to learn 
the possibilities and to discuss them. 
Up from Concord and Manchester 
one autumn evening came Bishop 
Hall, Dr. Alden, Dr. Smith and Dr. 
Barrett, of the Episcopalian, Con- 
gregational. Baptist and Methodist 
state headquarters respectively. The 
meeting, with its extraordinary 1na- 
nimity, was held. All four visit- 
ing officers reported unreserved en- 
thusiasm on the part of their gov- 
erning bodies, for the plan proposed. 
No merger of denominations is con- 
templated such as is currently being 
forwarded in one or two nationwide 
campaigns. The various church pro- 
perties would not be involved, nor 
differing faiths affected. 

“A clergyman of Episcopalian 


training and ordination would be 
required at the outset. He would 
conduct services in each church ac- 
cording to its own traditions, in- 
cluding Communion. He would in 
no way proselyte for any. For sub- 
sidiary attivities the entire town 
would be his parish. All churches 
would be in action, details of service 
hours and alternations to be worked 
out between them. Massachusetts 
has done the thing successfully at 
Ashfield, Ohio has done it, and Vir- 
ginia. Tamworth has a pioneer in- 
heritance. Surely it can pioneer 
again, in a new field.” 


The Daily Mass 


Fr. Eric W. Veal, St. Mary’s 
“Angelus” Ashville, N. C. 


I do not mean to criticize or judge 
other people who are probably far 
better than I, but it has been beyond 
my comprehension since becoming a 
member of St. Mary’s, that so few 
members attend Mass on Feast days 
and other days of Obligation. 

Suppose we knew that one of our 
family who has departed this life, 
would be waiting for us at St. Mary’s 
at 7 o’clock in the morning. Would 
we immediately make excuses for 
not being there or would we stay 
awake all night for fear of being late 
and perhaps miss them. 

How much more important is our 
Blessed Lord who waits patiently, 
not only on Feast days but every 
day. How happy He is to see us 
come through the door. He has 
waited all night, and perhaps many 
days and nights. We don’t have too 
many Feast days during the year, 
and on some of them we have a 
choice of two Masses. Our Blessed 
Lord asks little more than 30 min- 
utes out of each week, and in each 
week there are 10,080 minutes. 
Surely you and I can spare another 
30 minutes to attend an extra Mass. 

I can’t imagine why, when God 
has given us the invitation to attend 
such a Spiritual Feast, in the form 
of the Holy Eucharist that we are 
so thoughtless as to reject it. To me 
this is the greatest privilege he can 
bestow on us. Especially since not 
any of us are worthy to receive it. 

“Our sacrifice has been once, and 
once for all, offered upon the Cross, 
but we may join to it the sacrifice of 
ourselves, souls and bodies; but, in- 
asmuch as our sins are ever before 
us, God has given power and com- 


mandment to his priests to declare 
and pronounce to his people (being 
penitent) the absolution and remis- 
sion of their sins. How is it possible 
for me to consider all this and to 
neglect daily attendance in the tem- 
ple of the Lord, such opportunity 
of attendance being one of my pres- 
ent blessings. It is a glorious and 
blessed privilege to enter inio the 
Sanctuary, and to lay aside for a 
short space the cares of the world. 
How strengthened and braced do I 
feel for my work, after that short 
half hour of communirg with God. 
Can I call it a waste of time? O may 
I never be guilty of such a profane 
thought. It is ever a gain of time to 
me, as I come forth with renewed 
vigour, the promise of forgiveness 
ringing in my ear; the blessed con- 
sciousness upon me that Jesus was 
there.’’—contributed.

The minimum observance 
is the offering as the Intention at 
the Holy Communion on that day, 
the Cycle of Prayer Intentions. In 
actual practise, “Station Day” in 
parishes is increasingly becoming a 
day of Intercession. Churchmen 
sign for periods of watching and 
prayer throughout the day and the 
intentions are repeated at every 15 
minute watch before the Altar. In 
some cases the Blessed Sacrament 
is Exposed during the day and a 
Service or a meeting for the pur- 
pose of interesting parishoners in 
the ACU closes the day. ACU mem- 
bers are, of course, urged to be 
present at the Holy Communion on 
“Station Day” in their parish 
Church. In places where the parish 
priest might not take the initiative 
in observing a “Station Day,” ACU 
members can make arrangements by 
requesting the priest to designate 
one day when he will offer the Holy 
Communion with special intention, 
and with the assurance that at least 
the ACU member making the re- 
quest will be present. Even in 
parishes where the priest may not 
be sympathetic to the ACU there 
would surely be a willingness to 
pray with us for the great inten- 
tions of the Cycle and to pray that 
God may direct the ACU into 
channels of usefulness for His pur- 
poses. 

The “Station Day Intentions” are 
for the great causes which all Chris- 
tians ought to hold in their hearts 
and minds. The specific prayers are 
from the Book of Common Prayer. 
Special leaflets, for use in connec- 
tion with the Cycle of Prayer, set 
forth the intentions as follows: 

Where individuals undertake definite 
periods for intercession during the course 
of a Station Day, it is suggested that the 
following devotions be used for each 
period as well as a guide for the Inten- 
tions at the Eucharist. 


LET US PRAY FOR: 

THE CONVERSION OF THE WORLD 
TO CHRIST. 

(Prayer for our Country. Prayer 
Book p. 36—Oxford University Press 
Edition). 

FOR THE HOLY CATHOLIC CHURCH.

your own Bishop and your parish 
clergy. (Prayer Book p. 18) 

FOR MISSIONS. Let us pray especially 
for God’s blessing on the work of 
the Foundation for the Propagation 
of the Faith. (Prayer Book p. 38) 

FOR THE UNITY OF THE CHURCH. 
(Prayer Book p. 37) 

FOR THE PEACE OF THE WORLD. 
Let us pray especially for God’s 
blessing on the work of the United 
Nations. (Prayer Book p. 44). 

FOR SEMINARIES AND CHURCH 
SCHOOLS. 

(Prayer Book p. 42). 

FOR THE ARMED FORCES. Let us 
pray especially for all the youth of 
the Church in the Armed Services 
and for all priests of the Church 
serving as Chaplains. (Prayer Book 
p. 41-42) 

FOR ALL THOSE WHO NEGLECT 

OUR BLESSED LORD IN THE HOLY 

SACRAMENT OF THE ALTAR. Say 

the Lord's Prayer. 

FOR THE AMERICAN CHURCH 

UNION AND FOR CHURCH UNION 

BRANCHES THROUGHOUT THE 

WORLD. Pray especially for the guid- 
ance of the Holy Spirit upon all 
officers and leaders of the Church 
Union; and that many may be moved 
to give generously to the support of 
the Church Union both through 
present gifts and by means of be- 
quests in wills.

A serious crisis may develop in the Episcopal 
Church as it has in England (see p. 3) as a result 
of the publication of the recommendations of the 
Joint Commission on Ecumenical Relations of the 
National Council of the Episcopal Church (see p. 
2). The recommendations are with reference to 
the pan-Protestant Church of South India. 

Having declared that we are not ready now for 
intercommunion, the recommendations proceed to 
set up a “limited” intercommunion which recognizes 
the validity of orders in the Church of South India, 
and allows its episcopally ordained ministers to 
officiate in parishes of the Episcopal Church without 
even the safeguards of the highly controversial 
English Convocation resolutions. The American 
resolutions, if adopted by the General Convention, 
might very well result in a situation where CSI 
ministers may be officiating in Episcopal Church 
parishes and in Protestant denominational bodies in 
the same community on the same day with the tacit 
witness to equality of doctrine and order. To accept 
these recommendations would be to recognize as 
valid, orders bestowed on a Christian group apart 
from the context of the Apostolic Faith. The CSI ex- 
plicitly does not require from its members assent to 
every word and phrase of the Creeds, intends to re- 
main in perpetuity in communion with mnon-con- 
formists (who deny the fundamentals of sacramen- 
tal teaching), leaves its doctrine much to individual 
interpretation, is vague about the purpose of bap- 
tism, has an optional liturgy for the “communion 
service” which is alien to Catholic tradition in some 
respects, has presbyters and not priests, and nowhere 
defines the eucharistic doctrine it holds or the pur- 
pose for which the eucharist is celebrated. 

To accept the recommendations of the Joint Com- 
mission might be to barter Catholic doctrine and the 
Catholic Faith to obtain what would probably be a 
spurious and sentimental unity. Catholic doctrine 
and the Catholic Faith are the deposit of “the Faith 
once delivered to the Saints” and our blessed Lord 
has warned us that, apart from Him and the founda- 
tion He has laid, we can do nothing of permanent 
worth. His continual prayer for His Church is for a 
unity in truth; the eucharistic intercession of the 
Church is for unity and agreement in the truth of 
God’s holy Word. 

The unofficial addresses of some members of the 
special committee sent to investigate the Church of 
South India on behalf of the Episcopal Church are 
confusing and disturbing and point to anything but 
unity and agreement. In some of these utterances 
there is an appeal to set aside doctrine for the sake 
of fellowship, but to do so is to fail to obey the 
scriptural injunction to “hold fast” to that which 
has been given. 

While extolling the official liturgy of CSI, some 
of those who made the official visit on behalf of the 
Episcopal Church admit that it is by no means

generally used. To heed the appeal to recognize CSI 
orders, even in a limited way, for the sake of a pos- 
sible growth in appreciation of the Catholic Faith 
in the CSI sometime in the future may be to com- 
promise fundamental Prayer Book doctrine for the 
sake of a spurious unity in Protestantism and error, 
a unity which will very likely jeopardize the meas- 
ure of unity which the Episcopal Church has already 
achieved with such groups as the Old Catholics, the 
Polish National Catholic Church, the Philippine In- 
dependent Catholic Church, and our Orthodox 
brethren. To accept the recommendations of the 
Joint Commission on Ecumenical Relations could 
very likely result in a challenge to our very mem- 
bership in the Anglican family of churches. 

There are essentials of the Catholic Faith and of 
our Anglican and Episcopal tradition which we are 
not free to alter and change. Is it charitable to do so 
to the certain detriment of souls? The obligation 
laid upon us is to “hold fast” to Catholic principles 
and to “earnestly contend for the Faith once de- 
livered to the Saints.” 

We must study carefully the recommendations of 
the Joint Commission and pray earnestly that in all 
things the Church may remain faithful. 

The obligation laid upon the Joint Commission is 
to ensure that adequate materials, setting forth 
every side of the question, are disseminated through- 
out the Church prior to the 1958 General Conven- 
tion and that sound Churchmanship be given a wide 
hearing. 

God the Holy Spirit, the guide and teacher of the 
Church, does not reverse nor contradict Himself in 
succeeding generations. We are not called upon to 
create the Holy Catholic Church in our time. Under 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit the Holy Catholic 
Church has been given to us and we are invited to 
enter into it with humility and faith; it is no more 
within the power of a separate Province of the Holy 
Catholic Church to set aside the Catholic Faith for 
the sake of Protestantism than it is possible to do 
the same for the sake of Romanism. We are under 
the obligation to hold fast to essential principles 
until at least a general Ecumenical Council of Chris- 
tendom points the way down new and at present 
uncharted paths. 

The obligation laid upon all Churchmen is to pray 
that the Church of South India may set its own 
house in order doctrinally, embrace with conviction 
the essentials of Catholic Faith and order and so 
prepare the way for admission to fellowship in the 
One, Holy, Catholic and Apostolic Faith. 

The obligation laid upon the Episcopal Church is 
primarily to set it’s own house in order by uniting 
it more completely on the basis of the Historic and 
Catholic Faith to which it is already committed by 
its formularies. Disloyalty on the part of priests, or 
even Bishops, in terms of setting aside the Doctrine 
and Tradition of this Church does not alter the Faith 
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to which we are committed. Such actions only create 
precedents in lack of obedience which lead to chaos. 

In this issue of ACU NEWS we have printed com- 
ments on the South India Plan from English sources. 
After due study by our Council and by our Regional 
Branches, the ACU will print its own recommenda- 
tions with reference to our relationship to the 


Church of South India. 


Meanwhile, pray brethren, that this issue may 
not be a dividing one for the Episcopal Church.

BOOK REVIEWS 


Southcott, Ernest W., The Parish 
Comes Alive (New York: More- 
house-Gorham Company, 1956), 
143 pp., $2.75. 


This Bishop of New York Book 
for 1957, written by Canon South- 
cott, Vicar of St. Wilfrid’s Church, 
Halton, Leeds, is an account of a 
“new and bold experiment in evan- 
gelism” as carried out in his parish. 
The experiment stems from a re- 
covery of the apostolic concept of 
the Church as the family of God 
gathered together in Eucharistic 
worship, and the whole of Christian 
action is seen as an extension of this 
sacramental sharing on the level 
where people actually live. The in- 
sight gives new meaningfulness to 
the elements of the common life in 
the congregation: Baptism and Con- 
firmation once again become parish 
events; evangelism, spark-plugged 
by militant cells—‘“‘the church in the 
house’”’—becomes a lay as well as 
clerical enterprise. Christian worship 
is no longer confined to the church 
edifice; it is carried into homes 
where dining tables become tables 
of the Lord. The Church’s healing 
ministry, her ecumenical witness, 
her corporate business and social 
life, these and many other facets of 
her total life, become vital avenues 
for Christian action, inspired by the 
same recovery of apostolic sacra- 
mentalism. 

The book is “must” reading for 
all priests and trained lay-folk con- 
cerned with the revitalization of the 
Church’s parochial life. Its chief 
strength lies in its clear and con- 
vincing explication of practical 
sacramentalism, especially in the 
context of the concept of the “house- 
church.” The details are quite sec- 
ondary; they happen to be the par- 
ticular expression the central con- 
cern has taken at Halton. However, 
seen in this light, they are never 
mere “gimmicks,” and are sugges- 
tive for adapted use in American 
parishes as well. Persons who have 
been familiar with the literature 
stemming from the French Roman 
Catholic revival, the “zoe” move- 
ment among the Orthodox and the 
liturgical interest among some of 
the continental protestant groups 
will be especially interested in this 
Anglican piece which bears the same 
marks of liturgical recovery and re- 


newal.
